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WHICH IS THE REAL STALIN? 
It la always IntcrcfitinR to leam what Prime 
Minister Stalin has to say to the American 
public. But his answera to questlone put to 
htm by American writers have a way of belns: 
more conluaing than enlightening. Hla inter- 
view by Zlllott Roosevelt, published In Loolc 
magazine, ia no exception. 

Boine of the answers wer|! familiar, slnco 
they were substantially repetitions of others 
l^ven to questions submitted In writing by 
■ Americans. There were other answers that 
didn't Jibe with some of Mr. Stalin's atate- 
menti about Soviet-American relations and 
world affairs made for home consumption. 
And there were still others which contradict 
Soviet policy as It has come to be Icnown 
through the United Nations and foreign mln^ 
liters' meetings. 

Most Americans, Joumallsta and non-jour- 
nalists alike, who have had the pleasure of 
meeting Mr. Stalin seem to have found him 
' an affable, courteo.us person with a twinkling 
eye, a sense of humor, and no tendency to- 
ward excitement or bombastic speech. The 
tone of his infrequent statements for Amer- 
icans bean out this Impression. 

Vet he stands before the world as the head 
of a dictatorship which, at Its lower levels of 
government, displays too llttio of Mr. Stalln'a 
confident and optimistic geniality. His min- 
isters arc notable for frequent bitter speeches 
and a consistently mulish disinclination to 
co-operate In international conferences. 

What, then, are Americans to believe? 
There seem to be only three choices. Either 
Mr. Stalin's voice is the true voice of Russian 
policy, which elsewhere cloaks a leetlng of 
Insecurity behind a brusque exterior; or Mr. 
Stalin spealcs softly and Insincerely while 
arming his lieutenants In the field with big 
sticlcs; or Mr. Stalin's mild views no longer 
prevail In Soviet councils. 
... Some men who know Russia well Insist that 
this last supposition Is correct. They Insist 
that It is the rather mysterious Politburo 
which runs the Soviet Union, and that Josef 
Stalin Is mors or less of a figurehead whose 
chief function is to serve as a symbol for 
popular loyalty and adoration. 

If one rejects this explanation, there Is still 
the question of which side of Mr. Stalin's dual 
political nature predominates. When he ad' 
dresses American readers la It Stalin the ruler 
of a great, populous, ambitious nation or 
Stalin the Communist world revolutionist who 
Is speaking? 

Until those questions are answered— if in- 
deed they can be— the diffuse light which Mr. 
Stalin sheds In his interviews will continue to 
provide no illumination for a groping world.

"plug" for newspapers. 

People throughout the United States are 
still talking about the "Lena, the Hyena" 
contest, and now that all the statistics have 
been recorded, one final chapter Is. Inter- 
esting. 

Jt will be recalled how Al Capp crested that 
tnypt«rlous character, Lena, the Hyena, tn his 
"Ul Abner" comic strip which appears In 
appro^dmately 400 American and Canadian 
daily newspapers, Including the Tlmos-Newa. 

]>na was supposed to be the ."ugliest-look- 
ing" female on the face ol 'the earth— ^o 
ugly, in fact, that Capp hesitated to show her 
face In the newspapers. As a last resort, he 
passed the buck by announcing a contest 
in his Ll'l Abner strip. He would pay $500 
for a reader's conception of what the ugliest 
woman in the world looked like. The contest 
ran for six days only. 

The response from readers ol Ll'l Abner 
exceeded even the wildest dreams of the 
United Feature syndicate In New York, 
through which the Ll'l Abner strip Is sold. 
In the UFS office they counted entries up to 
a million and quit! 

The story hit the front pages of newspapers 
all over the country. Life magazine gave It 
a double spread. Time had a special story 
about the whole affair. Universities, clubs 
and church organizations asked tor Lena's 
picture. 

Silly OS the whole business may have been, 
it's the story of how a million people, half 
of them adults, were Impelled by a newspaper 
comic strip to doodle out their Ideas of what 
the ugliest woman in the world would look 
like. 

"Newspapers, and newspapers alone, cre- 
ated all this," said United Features syndicate, 
mopping Its brow and summing it all up.

The doctor It not to 
blame— he Is compelled to care for a prescribed num- 
ber o[ patient* whether ha has the time to properly 
examtnt and treat them or naU People Insist on goliiff 
to the doctor whether they really need' attanUon or 
not. on the ground* thai the service Is paid for and 
Uiey want their money'* wortli. And the paUtnl who 
really needs careful Individual care gat* the abort end 
of thC'stlek. 

Soclallced medicine, or (ova mm en t-con trolled medi- 
cine, would produce the same unsavory retuHs here. If 
wo avar permit the bumucral to domlntU tha hetllnf 
art*, the health of all wlU aulfar.— Poctlello Tribune.
